Now the worſhip of God does chiefly 
con/i/t in our offering up to him Prayers, 
Praiſes, and T hankſgivings : and this muſt 
be { cox4 wav by us all both im publick 
and private. So that neither can the do- 
ing of it in pablick attone for the neglett 
of it 318 private, nor the private perform- 
ance on the other hand any way excuſe the 
contempt of the publick. For as he who 
does his duty only in publick ſeems to aim 
at the nails of nn more than the praiſe 
of God, and ſhall recerve no other 1e- 
ward : So he who forſakes the publick, and 
thinks to approve ermſerf unto God by his 
meer private and ſolitary ſervices, ſhall 
find _— ſo far decerved, that im not 
hearing the Church which. calls him fo 
Frequently and: earneſtly to his duty, he 
will render himſelf in the fizht both of 
od and all good men as an Heathen and 
a Publican ; and after a his devotions 
evidence himſelf to be of the number of 
thoſe ſinners whom God heareth not: 


For where the Service of an eftabliſhed 
Church is ſuch, that we may jorn mm it 


without fin, all ſeparation from that ' 
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'Tie Fremnce. © | 
Church is accounted by God as a moſt 
heinous tranſgre/ſion ; and as many as ſhall 
ewwilfully and objtinately perſiſt in it ( how. 
ſoever elſe they pretend to —_— him in 
private) can have no guſt grounds to hope 
that they Jhall be accepted of God, but may 
with more reaſon expetf that. he ſhould 
openly puniſh their = diſobedience, ra- 
ther than ſo reward that half-obeazence, 
which he ſeeth 1n ſecret. Ye muſt there- 
fore duly and faithfully ſerve God, both 
Mablickh mn the Church ; and privately in 
the Houſe, that is, as well heels by 
our ſelyes, as alſo more openly in our fami- 
lies, ( which though it be a Lind of publick 
Service 700, yet 1 call it private mm oppoſt- 
tion to that more publick one of the 
Church. 


Now no Church has ever yet made a 
better proviſion for the Service of God,than 
our good Mather the Church of England. 
For ſhe has provided a moſt complete © 
form of ſound-and wholeſome words, 
whereby we may indeed ſerve God ac- 
ceptably with reverence and godly fear. 
This ſhe has gathered for us, Not from 
the Popiſh Maſs ( as ſome have baſely 
and fallely inſinuated io make her —

purer times. And where ſhe cannot boaſt 
of ſuch Antiquity, there ſhe recommends 
nothing to her Yotaries, but what was

formation. Nay, what ſhe recommends . 
( which 7s mndced her greateſt hongur ) 1s 
the very ſumm and {ſubſtance of God's 
molt holy word. She expreſſeth ber ſelf 
for the moſt part n Scripture Language : 
And if at any time ſhe dpes not, even 
then ſhe cannot be charged with the lea 
contradittion againſt it ; but may boldly 
challenge all her Enemies, and ſay in the

That this our Church then has moſt 
profitably and plentifully adminiſtred to 
the private as well as publick devotions . 
of her children, 1s my deſizn to ſhew m 
theſe following Colleions.
